Agricultural  Trade  Surplus  Rose 

in  May  -  Exports  increased  by  $100 
million  and  imports  dropped  $37  million, 
netting  a  $1 .4  billion  surplus  for  May, 

$140  million  over  April  and  10  percent 
greater  than  May  1993.  But  the  $12.4 
billion  surplus  for  fiscal  1994  to  date 
(October  1993  to  May  1994)  still  trails  last 
year's  by  8  percent  (table  3). 

Exports  Edge  Up  -  Exports  of  $3.6  billion 
were  the  highest  for  May  since  1981. 
Meats  and  horticultural  crops  boosted 
exports  in  spite  of  lower  grain  and  oilseed 
shipments.  Total  value  was  3  percent 
above  April  and  6  percent  greater  than 
May  1993.  October-May  agricultural 
exports  were  valued  at  $30  billion,  $200 
million  less  than  a  year  earlier. 

Beef  shipments  fell  7  percent  in  value  this 
month  but  were  up  7  percent  for  the  fiscal 
year  due  to  increased  imports  by  Japan, 
Korea,  and  Mexico.  Exchange  rates 
favorable  to  Japan  were  the  main  factor  in 
increased  beef  shipments  there.  Japan 
lowered  its  tariff  on  U.S.  beef  in  April 
1993,  so  October  1993-May  1994 
shipments  were  higher  than  October-May 
of  fiscal  1993.  Korea  increased  its 
minimum  quota  for  beef  imports  and 
changed  marketing  regulations  to  the 
benefit  of  U.S.  exporters. 

May  poultry  shipments  of  $133  million 
were  46  percent  higher  than  May  last  year 
and  boosted  year-to-date  shipments  to 
over  $900  million,  up  37  percent  from 
fiscal  1993.  The  former  Soviet  Union 
(FSU)  was  the  largest  importer  of  U.S. 
chicken,  mostly  leg  parts,  in  fiscal  1994. 

Wheat  gained  15  percent  over  April  on 
exports  of  2.3  million  tons,  but  was  down 
590,000  tons  from  May  1993.  Fiscal 
year-to-date  volume  was  16  percent 
below  last  year.  Global  trade  is  down 
due  to  decreased  imports  by  the  former 
Soviet  Union,  China,  Eastern  Europe, 
and  India.  Large  stocks  in  the  European 
Union  (EU)  and  Canada  have  increased 
world  supplies.  Lower  feed  use  and 
reduced  subsidies  (including  those  for 
bread)  have  reduced  FSU  wheat 
consumption.  May  shipments  to  Japan 
rose  by  46,000  tons,  bringing  Japan's 
October-May  total  to  2.3  million  tons. 

Com  exports  totaled  1 .8  million  tons, 
down  16  percent  from  April.  Low  U.S. 


production  in  1993  and  intense  competi¬ 
tion  from  Argentina,  the  EU,  and  South 
Africa  reduced  October-May  exports  to 
the  lowest  level  since  1988.  For  the  year, 
Japan  imported  8.6  million  tons,  38  per¬ 
cent  of  total  U.S.  shipments  of  23  million 
tons. 

Soybean  exports  plummeted  66  percent 
to  749,000  tons  in  May,  the  lowest  level 
for  May  since  1990.  Low  U.S.  production 
due  to  last  year's  flooding  caused  U.S. 
shipments  to  fall  this  year.  Cumulative 
fiscal  1994  exports  were  5  million  tons 
below  fiscal  1993  at  12.9  million  tons. 

Cotton  exports  increased  nearly  100,000 
tons  over  May  1993  and  October-May 
shipments  of  1.1  million  tons  increased  27 
percent  compared  with  last  year.  China 
purchased  71,000  tons  in  May,  more  than 
any  other  country.  Decreased  production 
in  China  and  Pakistan  has  created  export 
opportunities  for  U.S.  cotton  producers. 

Imports  Declined  -  U.S  agricultural 
imports  slipped  2  percent  to  $2.2  billion  in 
May,  but  were  3  percent  greater  than  May 
1993.  Canadian  wheat  pushed  October- 
May  grain  and  feed  values  48  percent 
over  last  year.  Coffee  value  surged  in 
May  due  to  higher  prices.  Tobacco 
gained  60  percent  to  $43  million  for  the 
month  but  was  75  percent  lower  than  May 
1993  with  year-to-date  shipments  down 
20  percent.  Total  agricultural  imports  for 
fiscal  1994  were  5  percent  ahead  of  1993 
at  $17.6  billion:  Competitive  imports  for 
October-May  totaled  $13.8  billion,  up  6 
percent  from  fiscal  1993,  and  noncompeti¬ 
tive  imports  of  $3.8  billion  were  2  percent 
higher  for  the  same  period.  (Tom

Seventeen  Percent  of  Agricultural 
Output  Exported  in  1993  -  The  share 
by  value  of  U.S.  agricultural  production 
which  was  exported  remained  steady  at 
17  percent  (table  4).  The  export  share 
of  production  is  the  farm  equivalent 
value  of  agricultural  exports  divided  by 
the  total  value  of  production.  The 
export  share  of  bulk  commodity  (grains, 
oilseeds,  cotton,  and  tobacco) 
production  declined  from  34  to  33 
percent,  while  non-bulk  commodities' 
share  rose  from  1 1  to  12  percent.
